Officially 
In Progress 


According to County Chairman 
C. F. Schweers, the 1954 March 
of Dimes Is officially in progress. 
This is one of the biggest and 
possibly one of the most urgent 
supported campaigns in the his­ 
tory of March of Dimes. It ap­ 
pears that we are on the verge 
of setting Polio on a retired bench 
alongside of small-pox and dipth- 
eria. We do not want to be too 
over-confident but it seems im­ 
minent that a vaccine is finally 
perfected. The National Founda­ 
tion for Infantile Paralysis will 
make a field test of this vaccine 
on 500,000 to 1,000,000 within the 
susceptable 
age. Unfortunately, 
the final results of this test can­ 
not possibly be completed before 
August of this year. 
It is easy to see why this is 
a big year in the Campaign and 
one that deserves our support. 
This field test, vaccine, profes­ 
sional 
service, 
and 
periodical 
checks is a great undertaking and 
will cost much in dollars and 
cents. It’s dividends should by 
far outweigh its costs. Then too, 
there are the carry-over cases 
and cases that will still develop, 
before vaccination 
is done en­ 
masse that wil have to be treated 
and hospitalized. The 
National 
Foundation is also attempting to 
head off epidemics during this 
year by having a sufficient sup­ 
ply of Gamma Globulin in stock 
to treat any suspects. The field 
tests and stockpile of GG are 
items of heavy financial burdens 
but we feel certain the valuable 
results will far outshine the finan­ 
cial burdens. 
Grateful response to our Con­ 
tribution Cards 
is encouraging. 
It is a message returned indi­ 
cating that we are aware of a 
, < hallcnge that nerds our mutual 
; interest and support. The Nation- 
1 a1 Foundation has never set a 
quota: this is largely due to th*- 
fact that one half of all contri­ 
butions stay w ithin the County for 
local use and therefore we feel 
that quotas are not necessary. 
We have the interest of various 
organizations that are taking ac­ 
tive part in the Campaign. At

AUSTIN—Pour additional hunt- 
ing fatalities have brought to 23 
the number of Texans succumb­ 
ing during the fall hunting sea­ 
son, according to the Executive 
Secretary of the Game and fish 
Commission. 
All of the latest deaths wore 
attributed 
to 
firearms. 
Of the 
previous list of eight rep' 
six had been caused by drowning 
of duck hunters. 
The latest casualties included: 
A Bonham man shot by his ow w 
gur> which was discharged when 
he set it down against a tree. 
The bullet struck him in the head. 
A Corpus Christi man killed by 
his son near Uvalde when the 
latter fired at a wild turkey. 
A 15-year-old Marshall lad kill­ 
ed hunting rabbits when a com ­ 
panion’s gun was discharged as 
he hurried through a fence Ie 
shoot at a rabbit. 
A 14-year-old Fort Worth boy 
killed 
by 
a 
self-inflicted rifle 
wound while hunting. 
The Executive Secretary said 
the fall casualty list seem s to 
be **unning slightly higher than 
that of last year. 
He said that while all the re­ 
ports have not been made, it is 
significant that not one case has 
been reported of a hunter being 
killed in Texas when mistaken for 
wild game. 
The Executive Director said the 
final total w’ould not be known 
for some tim e since the last phase 
of the major fall harvest carries 
on through January 16 when the 
quail season ends under the Gen­ 
eral Law.

a long line of bovine m ascots. 
But perhaps only a few old 
grads at the game will actually 
know how the original Bevo got 
its legendary name 
or, at least 
how the tale is told up at Col­ 
lege Station. 
Although the story was never 
set down in official records, peo­ 
ple now living who w ere “ th ere’ 
insist it is so. The inspiration 
fo? the stunt, according to their 
version, cam e early in 1917 when 
U niversity of Texas students were 
planning their annual homecom 
ing for M arch 2. A high light o' 
the affair was to be the brand 
ing of their fam ous steer m ascot 
with the num erals 21-7, the score 
by which Texas had defeated the 
Aggies at the Thanksgiving Day 
gridiron classic in 1916. A group 
I of Aggies at a bull session decid­ 
ed they would beat the Texas 
cowboys to the branding irons 
by m arking the steer with the 
num bers 
13-0, 
the

by 
which A and M had defeated Tex­ 
as in 1915.

led in m arking a bold 13-0 on him 
by 2 o’clock in the m orning. Then 
they hurriedly departed, convinc­ 
ed that several carloads of irate , 
Texas U. students were pursuing ! 
them . 
There was great consternation 
in the Longhorn cam p the next 
m orning,

boys got busy with their own 
branding irons. The ” 13“ becam e 
a “ B,” the hyphen seas transform ­ 
ed into an “ E .” a “ V” w as brand­ 
ed between the “ E ’ ’and the “ O.”

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Income Tax 
Here In HONDO 


January 15 


Have you planned on wailing 
until March 15th approaches be­ 
fore doing any thing about your 
1953 Federal income taxes? If so, 
ii might be wise lo make a quick 
check right now. For practical 
purposes January 
15th, 
rather 
than the March deadline, is the 
last day of grace for many in 
dividuals. 
This is due to the Federal laws 
requiring certain persons to file 
Declarations of Estimated Income 
Tax—or the pay-as-you-go plan. 
Under those laws several million 
people are required each year to 
estimate their total annual in­ 
come in advance, making quar­ 
terly tax payments based upon 
such estimates. The final quar­ 
terly payment for 1953 is due on 
or before January 15th, 1954. 
A Declaration of Estimated In­ 
come Tax must be filed by ev­ 
ery citizen or resident who re­ 
ceives annual wages (subject to 
withholding) in excess of $4500, 
plus $600 for 
each exemption 
claimed. 
For example, a single person 
with no dependents who last year 
received wages in excess of $5100 
is required to file a declaration. 
lf he has one additional exempt­ 
ion, he need not file unless his 
wages exceeded $5700 during 1953. 
This latter figure would also ap­ 
ply to a married couple without 
dependents filing a joint return. 
In other words, the amount goes 
up $600 for each exemtpion the 
taxpayer is entitled to claim, in­ 
cluding any exemptions for age 
or blindness. 
A Declaration of Estimated In­ 
come Tax must also be filed by 
any person with annual income 
from sources other than wages 
(subject to withholding) in ex­ 
cess of $100. This is tru-e even 
though their total income did not 
exceed $4500 plus $600 for each 
exemption. Of course, individuals 
whose incomes did not exceed 
$600 during 1953 need not file, 
even though no lax has been 
withheld.

January Declared 
I Hand Signal 
Month In Texas 
Governor Allan Shivers agata 
has designated January as Hand 
Signal month in Texas and he 
urges automobile drivers to coop- 
erate in the campaign to pro­ 
mote “ more courtesy and great­ 
er safety on the thoroughfares of 
this state.” Theme of the traffic 
safety project is “ Right turn - 
hand up. Left turn - hand out. 
Slow or stop - hand down.” 
Th’s is the third consecutive 
January that Governor Shivers 
has called for the hand signal 
campaign which is a part of his 
continuing state-wide program of 
traffic safety education. 
It is 
sponsored annually by the Texas 
Safety Association, Inc., and is 
patterned from the hand signal 
campaign conducted jointly each 
year in Dallas by the Citizens 
Traffic Commission and the Dal­ 
las Civitan Club 
“The highways of Texas,” said 
Shivers, “are constantly improv­ 
ing, except in one vital respect— 
too many accidents continue to 
occur on them, resulting in need­ 
less loss of life and destruction 
of property. 
“As modern engineering per­ 
fects our highways, the need for 
the individual driver to be alert, 
careful and courteous, increas­ 
es. A few seconds of thoughtful­ 
ness on the part of a driver 
sometimes can avert not only an 
accident, but a lifetime of grief. 
A minute gained is never worth 
the risk of a life. Courtesy and 
safety are not optional, but im­ 
perative, and they are bound 
closely together in the pscyholo- 
gy of driving.” 
The Governor’s memorandum 
pointed out that the “use of prop­ 
er and timely hand signals is one 
aspect of pleasant and sensible 
driving practice that is especial­ 
ly rewarding to everyone on the 
streets and roads of our State. 
“The driver who observes the 
ordinary rules of etiquette and 
lets others knows what he intends 
to do.” said the Governor, "con­ 
stitutes not a hazard, but a safe­ 
ty factor, for such practices are 
contagious.

drivers we have, the fewer ac­ 
cidents will occur. 
“So many vehicles are equip­ 
ped with directional signal lights 
that some drivers feel justified 
in discontinuing th-? us# of hand 
signets. Safety experts emphas­

should be given to insure that a 
driver’s intentions
